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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1- allowed. 

Regarding Claims 95 and 125, the primary reason for allowance is the inclusion of the 
limitation wherein the start and end rotational phases are offset by an inter-segment rotational 
skew angle that is greater than the intra-segment rotational skew angle. 

Regarding Claims 115, 135, 145, 150, 155 and 160, the primary reason for allowance is 
the inclusion of the limitation wherein the start and end rotational phases are offset by an inter- 
segment rotational skew angle that is greater than the intra-segment rotational skew angle, and 
the inter-segment rotational skew angle 360-a(A^-l) degrees where a is the intra-segment 
rotational skew angle and N is the number of tracks. 

Regarding Claims 165 and 166, the primary reason for allowance is the inclusion of the 
limitation wherein the rotational phase R from he end of a data segment to the start of any other 
data segment is 7? = 360 - a{N - 1) degrees where a is the skew angle between tracks within a 
data segment and N is the number of tracks in a data segment.
